He had drawn the money on Sat- 
urday, and it was on his person. It was 
stated in the press dispatches that he 
was despondent over the refusal of his 
application for a leave. He was in the 
act of placing the revolver in the drawer 
of a ttand for the use of a man who was 
to act for him in * his absence. Mr. Wm. 
J. Manning, an officer of the Treasury 
Department, says, in a statement pre 
pared for Mr. Nicholson's family: "Cap-

under low branches of trees, which) 
could have been avoided by daylight, 
and where they had crossed rocks and 
ravines at bad places, when there were 
good crossings near by, which they( 
would have selected if there had been 
light enough to pick the trail. 


The Indian in tracking is neither 


guided by the sun in daylight, nor by 
the moon or stars at night, his obser- 
vations being confined wholly to the 
earth. Even after dark he will find 
and follow a trail over rocks and 
through thickets by feeling the ground 
with his fingers. When a sign is dis- 
covered a blanket is held around the, 
spot as a screen while a match is 
struck so that a more the rough inves- 
tigation may be made. 


In tracking an enemy from point to 


point an Indian will discover one sign 
after another very rapidly. A blade of 
grass trodden down, a foot or pony 
tiack, upturned pebble, flakes of foam 
—all these are discovered with the 
most wonderful swiftness, and they are 
interpreted with a degree of accuracy 
•« hich is simply astonishing. 


Army officers who hare seen service 


in the west can tell stories of the won- 
derful aceurateness of these Indian 
trailers. A number of years ago some 
Cheyennes 
were reported to have 


ciossed the Yellow-stone below Fort 
Keogh, Montana, and troops were sent 
out from trie fort to intercept them. 


(h-eat herds of buffalo had been 


roaming over the surrounding country, 
and the grass had been eaten and 
trampled upon in all directions: while 
a perfect labyrinth of paths had been 
made by the animals. 


It was, therefore, difficult to find 


any particular trail; but on the third 
morning out one of the Indian scouts 
who was with the troops suddenly 
stopped his horse, went n. little to the 
right, scanned the ground closely and 
Ihen, coming back, reported _that he 
had fgund the trail of the Indians. 


The trail crossed the direction of the 


t-oops at right angles, and half the 
command had passed over it whea the 
Indian found it, although there were 
white scouts at the head of the column. 


The scout followed the trail for a 


mile, and then found a place where the 
Indians had encamped. He brushed 
away the ashes from the dead fires and 
felt of the earth underneath; counted 
the numherof fli**, a'nd noted, by the 
marks made by the pins in the ground, 
the size of the lodges.

made as the Sioux make theirs, and 
that the cloth which was lying around 
was the same as is used at agencies 
Other signs indicated that the Indians 
had remained in camp one day, and 
soon it was dear that they were Sioux 
and not Cheyenne, as had been re- 
ported; that they had recently left an 
agency, and that they had not crossed 
the Yellowstone at the time stated, but 
two days previously.

England. The count replied that to do 
so would end the Russian cloth manu-' 
facture, and ruin all the Bussian mer-| 
chants. 


As the emperor insisted, he wrote the 


letter and gave it to him to sign. After 
the signature he added, In his owni 
hand: 
: 


'•Do nothing of the kind; he is crazy.". 
Paul evidently observed that he was' 


writing something on his own account, 
and Rostopchin quietly handed him the 
letter. Paul was walking up and down 
the room. He turned pale, still strode 
violently back and forth, and thenoud- 
denlv threw the letter into the fire. 


"You are right, and I thank you," he 


said, embracing Kostopchin. "Would 
to Heaven that all my servants were 
like you!" 
When the emperor, in a fit of anger, 


resolved to send the empress to a con- 
vent, the count trusd to bring him to 
reason. Failing m this, Rostopchin 
wrote to the emperor, with the utmost 
firmness. 
"Heaven has granted yon all that 


was necessary for your own happiness 
and the good of others," he wrote, "bnt 
you create a hell for yourself, and con- 
demn yourself to dwell therein." 


A fow minutes after the letter had 


been delivered he received a sheet from 
the emperor containing these words, 
written by his own hand: 


"You are a terrible man, but you are 


right Let nothing more be said on 
the subject."—Youth's'Companion.

Fonr Hours Given to Impassioned De- 


bate, and Twelve Minutes to Nom- 


inations for State Officer*—Per- 


sonnel of the State Ticket 


Coi.r3iBL-B. O., Sept 29.—By a large' 


majority the democracy of Ohio, in 
state convention assembled, yester- 
day reversed the pronnnciamento of 
all previous state as well as national 
-gatherings of the party in declaring 
unequivocally in favor of free silver. 
By a vote almost as large indorse- 
ment was given, through the medium 
of an indirect resolution, to the atti- 
tude taken by Senator Calvin S. Brice 
in the recent tariff reform contest 
The debate on those two issues occu- 
pied nearly fonr hours of the continu- 
ous session. In twelve minutes more 
the entire ticket had been nominated 
and the convention had adjourned sine 
die. 


Probably no more dramatic scene has 


ever been witnessed in any statp or na- 
tional convention than that which oc- 
curred during the debate on the amend- 
ment to the platform providing for the 
future nominations of United States 
senators by vote of the/"etate conven- 
tions. 


Up to the calling of the convention 


to order it had been understood by all 
but a few of the initiated that the op- 
position to Senator Brice had been 
abandoned, and that the majority re- 
port of the committee on resolutions 
would be allowed to go through with- 
out amendment or protest. This much, 
at leant, was the understanding- of the 
senator and hisimmediate circle, and it 
was with a self-satisfied air and the 
bearing of a victor that Mr. Brice en- 
tered the wings and allowed himself 
to be escorted by Chairman Crites to a 
seat on the right of the chair and in 
full view of the audience. His appear- 
ance was recognized with faint ap-. 
plause, and the convention, having 
been called to order, everything went 
as merry as a marriage bell, until tie 
report of the committee <jn resolutions

Facing Congressman Johnson be de- 


manded: "Do yon indorse all that 
your associate, Mr* dark, has said?

Judge R- D. Marshall, of Dayton, 


made a witty plea for peace and the 
postponement of the controversy to a 
more convenient season, and then Con- 
gressman Johnson was permitted to 
close the debate. 


"I have no ill-feeling toward, or srts- 


pecion of, Col. Brice," he declared. 
"He is my friend, and I am counted in 
his circle. He visits my house and I 
visit his, and I hope we will long con- 
tinue to do so. I don't believe that he 
bought his seat in the United States 
senate, and I have said so time and 
again. Nor do I believe that the tariff 
bill just passed was the best bill for 
the country; bat, at the same time, I 
believe Col. Brice thought so, and that 
he voted for it honestly." 


This was pouring oil on the troubled 


waters, and the friends of the senator 
cheered again and again. The pre- 
vious question was demanded: but just 
at this juncture it was developed that 
the bimetallist element had a minority 
report with which to oppose the free 
silver plank, and another war of words

The Naval Battle on the Tain Slyer. 
LONDOH, Sept 20.—A dispatch to the 


Central News from Shang-Hai, Septem- 
ber 19, midnight, says: "A number of 
officers who were engaged in the naval 
battle on the Yalu river have arrived 
at Port Arthur with- half a dozen war 
ships badly damaged and filled with 
wounded men." 


The dispatch states that Admiral 


Ting's fleet left port on Friday even- 
ing to convoy seven steam transports 
conveying a large force of troops. A 
number of Europeans in the service ol 
the Chinese admiralty accompanied 
the troops which were * to be landed 
near Wipi, from which pojnt they were 
to be sent to the front. These troops 
comprised some artillery, but were 
mostly composed of infantry. Nothing 
was seen of the enemy until the Chi- 
nese fleet reached the mouth of the 
Yalu river, when a fleet of Japanesa 
•war ships was sighted. Thereupon 
the transports were hurried forward 
and the war ships were cleared for ac- 
tion.' The efforts of the transports to 
land the troops were successful and 
most of them were gotten ashore be- 
fore the naval battle "began.
